What is Wrong? is 
Query in Britain 


London, Jan. 20.—Montene 
gro’s reported surrender has con 
siderably heightened the discon 
tent with which the progress of 
the war is regarded in England. 
The first tendency was to blame 
Italy for her inaction, but it 
soon became evident that the al- 
lies generally, and not Italy in- 
dividually, were responsible. In 
some well-informed quarters, in- 
deed, it is held that had Italy’s 
advice been followed by other 
members of the entente, Monte 
negro would not have suffered so 
badly. 

The first proposals for a gene. 
ral war council of the allies 
came from Italy. The Itatian 
suggestions were worked out 
slowly, and even yet have not 
been set on a satisfactory basis. 
Such consultations as that now 
being held in London between 
British and French ministers ure 
only a step in the desired direc- 
tion. The Italian general stafi 
has been consistently opposed to 
dissipation ‘of the allied strength 
in expeditions of secondary 1m- 
portance.

Greater unity of control is dc 
clared to-be the remedy. A su 
preme war council embracing the 
representatives of all the allies, 
such as Italy suggested, may te 
impossible, but it is advanced as 
an alternative plan that much 
could be accomplished by alloc.t 
ing certain campaigns ‘to definite 
centres and arranging for inte: 
national representation at each 
centre. Thus the direction of the 
western campaign would be in 
Paris, in the hands of a small 
but representative Anglo-French 
staff, in close touch through 
london with Petrograd = and 
Rome, and the campaign in the 
Balkans could be run by a siim 
lar committee in permanent ses 
sion in Eyypt, or some other con 
tral position. It would te easic 
then to make arrangements for 
pooling all information at the 
disposal of each, and co-ordinate 
Strategy and diplomacy.

Farmers Showing New Interest in 


Industry as Wool Prices’Are up 


The sheep industry in Saskatchewen 
this year has taken such an abnormal 
course that officials of the department 
of agriculture have been taxed to get 
the :upply for buyers and farmers, 
says the Saskatoon Star. 

P. M. Bredt, acting livestock com- 
missioner, has been a very busy men 
during the last ifonth trying to locate 
a suffictent namber of sheep for the 
péople of the province Who have flood- 
ed his office with requests. He has 
been able to secure about 1,200 ani- 
mals since the sale in Regina on Oct. 
27, when 1,500 were sold. 
hundredg yet to be found and the re- 
sult is that sheep owners on Western 
ranges have” raised the price, which 
now ranges at $8 per head for range 
ewes. 

The development of the sheep in- 
dustry in Saskatchewan during the 
last three years has been phenomenal 
and farmers are asking for the ani- 
mals in large numbers. The good 
prices being paid for wool during the 
last two years have been partly re- 
sponsible for the great impetus in the 
sheep industry and judging for the 
future sheep men of the province are 
very optimistic, according to reports 
from the department of agriculture. 

Mixed farming, according to these 
farmers, has come to be looked upon 
as a necessity instead of a hobby in 
the province anc. the ranges are fast 
disappearing. , 

One of the most important branches 
of mixed farming is sheep rafsing, 
which is receiving great attention.

Miss Marie Cromer, a young coun- 
try school teacher in South Carolina 
suggested a national movement for 
girls that is transforming tie home 
and social life of rural America. She 
started a tomato club of . forty-six 


girls. These girls put up over 6,000 
cans of tomatoes and gallons of 
sauces. The next year over 3,000 


girls weré enrolled; the next year 23,- 
560 were registered and the general 
education board gave a check for $25,- 
000 to extend the work. In 1914 there 
were over 60,000 girls enrolled. Last 
year congress assigned a quarter of a 
million dollars for the work, and it 
produced near $200,000 in profit. 
These profits will mean luxuries for 
the country girl——as well as comforts. 
In one community—Hamilton Co., 
Tennessee, Miss Virginia Moore's club 
won first honors. Her club of 162 
girls raised 121,822 peunds of toma- 
toes. Miss Katie Gunner of Samaria, 
§8.C., canned 612 cans with a profit of 
$60 from one-tenth of an acre of land. 
Many of these girls: use their profits 
to begin poultry raising and dairying. 
Helen Durham of Bountiful Utah— 
a girl twelve years of age—canned 
ninety-nine varieties of fruit and vege- 
tables in 1914. These girls are en 
couraged in every possible way by the 
great national board for domestic 
acience. Prizes are awarded for their 
experience. Records of these are kept 
at Washington. The contests are vital 
and prove that millions of dollars can 
be saved where millions were wasted. 
It {is making over rural life, and sug- 
gests possibilities for our girls.

Engineering) 
First Article, ‘General 
Principles”’ 
Amon 


are of vital interest to all mem- 
bers of the community the con- 
struction and maintenacne 
public roads should surely find a 
place. To the casual observer it 
might appear that as the net- 
work of railways becomes closer 
the outlay required for public 
roads should decrease. The ~ex- 
act opposite is the true state of 
affairs. The construction of 
branch railways means a more 
dense ‘gettlement of, the coun.ry, 
increases, therefore, the burden 
on the tributary roads, and thus 
justifies an increased expenditure 
on public highways. Improved 
financial conditions coincident 
with,, or following closely upon 
railway expansion results in an 
increased use of motor-driven 
vehicles both for business and 
pleasure. The increased speed of 
this class of'traffic requires im- 
provement of roadways already | 
in existence, introduces new fac- 
tors, in the construction of p10- 
jected highways and makes more 
difficalt the maintenance of all 
public highways. 

In considering the economic 
principles governing highway im- 
provement and maintenance, it 
is well: to -‘distinguish between 


ways Considering 
first the former, we might make 
the following division, confining 
ourselves, for the sake of sim- 
plicity,.. to four subjects, ¢.g.: 
(1) Roads with a hard surface 
passable at all seasons for any 
type of traffic; (2) Roads pas- 
sable at all seasons only for 
slow-moving traffic, and for the 
remainder of the year for fast 
trafic ; (3) Roads passable at 
certain seasons of the year, for 
all but light traffic, and for - the 
remainder of the ‘year passable 
for both slow moving loads and 
fast traffic; (4). Roads as above, 
ng that! for ‘the remainder of 
the 
can accommodated. 

Any passageway to which we 
apply the term road should come 
at! least under. the fourth of 
these calculations. Such a road- 
way can be.. successively raised 
into the higher classes at a cost 
for each improvement capable of 
definite estimation. The cost of 
such improvements | together 
with the cost in the first place, 
is affected greatly by local con- 
ditions, but in general it might 
be said that the cost of obtain- 
ing the first type of roadway is 
much greater than is involved in 


any of the other three. The rais- 
ing of the fourth to the third is 
a matter of upkeep. To obtain 


the second from the third may 
require some additional construc- 
tional work ; the main question, 
however, being upkeep, but the 
construction of a road with a 
hard surface serviceable for all 
trafic at all seasons of the year 
a comparatively costly piece 
of engineering work. 
together with suitable methods 
of construction, will be consider- 
ed in the thiysd article of this 
series dealing -with Highwavs. 
The economic problem with which 
we are faced is to determine to 
what extent we are justified in 
making the expenditures neccs- 
sary to obtain one of these 
types of roads. . All wall agrec 
that a road connecting each 
quarter section with the point 
where delivery of produce may 
be made and at whieh supplics 
may be obtained is essential and 
should be provided. What we 
must consider is just how much 
expenditure is justified in order 
that roads of the third, second, 
or first class may be obtained 
and equally important how shall 
the required expenditute for any 
of these types be allotted ? 

The benefit accruing from im 
proved roadways is not alone 
directly financial, but also that 
due to improved social and do 
inestic Conditions in the common 
itv. Tt is well to emphasize this 
latter benefit since it is not pos

iSide ‘of the question as it ef- 


fects the greatest uset of the 
.roadway, i.¢., the farmer, it 
must be, remembered that tie is 
a raiser of produce, 
and, secondly, at times which 
he can more or less select, a 
freighter of this produce to a 
shipping point and of supplies to 
his farm. The dairyman and 
market gardener do not come 
under this general statement, 
but form as yet,a small propor- 
tion of the farming community, 
and the tonnage they move is 
small compared to the total pro- 
ducts of the farm. Indeed, cven 
in ordinary farming a very con- 
siderable proportion of the pro- 
duce transports itself to mar«et 
on the hoof, and is not, concern- 
ed as to the class of road over 
Moreover, in 
figuring the cost of the remain- 
der of the farm produce which 
is hauled to town and which is 
affected by the classification of 
the roadway current freight rates 
cannot be fairly applied. 

In other words, in dealing with 
the saving to the farmer we must 
not figure the cost per ton mile 
of marketing produce as though 
this were done by aman and 
team whose sole business was 
the hauling of loads. If: you ask- 
ed a farmer for a price to freight 
ten tons to a farm five miles a- 
way he might quote you $7.50, 
or arate of 15 cents per ton 
mile, but if you asked the same 
farmer what it cost him to naul 
ten tons of his grain to an ele- 
vator five miles away he might 
eonceivably answer ‘nothing.’ 
This is ofcourse not strictly ac- 
curate, but unless there is work 
‘for the man and team) on the 
farm, which must be done by 
some one else, the cost is cer- 
tainly not $7.50. So that the 
sum of money involved in the 
transportation question is not as 
arge as in many cases it is 
made out to be. Again, the sav- 
ing in being able at any time 
to send his produce to a snip- 
ping point, is often over-estimat- 
ed except in special types of 
agricultural activities. 

As has already been stated 
there is no question as to the 
financial necessity of a road up- 
on which the farmer may get to 
and from his point of distridu- 
tion and supply. The raising of 
this road from the fourth to the 
third class involves little ex- 
pense, but the improvement into 
the second, and assuredly into 
the first class must be justified 
in addition to'financial gain by 
the comfort of driving over a 
good road ‘rather than a voor 
road, the increased ease and pos 
sibility of frequent intercommun- 
ication and the improvement in- 
to community life generally. It 
is difhcult ‘to put these benefits 
into dollars and cents, but they 
are very real nevertheless. That 
much cfé these benefits, not now 


enjoyed, may be obtained’ at a 
reasonable outlay will be point 
ed out in the second article of 


this series on Country Roads. 

The traffic in the roadways 
might be divided into classes, ac 
cording as it affects,construction 
and maintenance.

AGRICULTURAL. CREDITS 


One of the biggest questions 
before the public ‘in Western Can- 
ada is that of better banking) 
accommodation for the farmers. 
It is not only a big question, 
meaning much to the country, 
but it is one .which preseats 
many serious difficulties. 

Whatever may be said in favor 
of our banking system, and it 
has some undeniable virtues, it is 
not adapted to give satisfactory 
assistance to farmers during the 

developing period of the country. 
The high rate of interest, the 
limited loans, and most of “all the 
short term of loaning, all handi- 
cap the bank, however disposed, 
it might be to furnish credit to 
the farmer. XR 

On the other hand the private 
loaning companies do not provitle 
what the farmer wants.” ‘Their 
rates are. much higher than’ the 
banks, and their methcds are not 
always as careful as the banks. 

It is of great importance to 
the country in general, particn- 
larly at this time, that the farm- 
er should have ample capital to 
develop the land. At the con- 
clusion of the war all countries 
will be face to face with difficul-|¢ 


ties. That country which pro- 
duces most will most quickly 
right itself and start out in ‘the 


road of progress. The country 
should be developed in’ the most 
vigorous and most- complete ca- 
pacity. It cannot’ be done with- 
out ample capital carrying a 
moderate rate of interest. 

In addition to that, the terms 
of payment should be adapted to 
the needs of the farmers. 

A bank loans money to a farm. 
er, and then starts in on him to 
reduce the loan before he las 
been able to get im any revenue 
at all. 

A Kansas Cit banker, just 
last week, slaced a scheme be- 
fore the state of Kansas for a 
hanking Organization which would

In part, his scheme is to fur 


nish 15-year loans at reasomable 
rates, without renewal commis- 
rions or added items.

The way this discovery was made, 
like most great discoveries, was in 
part accidental and in part deliber- 
ate. A large number of puppies, 126 
to be precise, were under experiment 
with various drugs, the purpose of 
which ves to find the relative differ- 
ences between them in the way of 
improving the «bility of the animals 
to work a miniaturo treadmill. 

All the well known medicines, 
such as caffeine, stryclnine, digital- 

quinine, and a long list of drugs 
were inoculated into the young 
creatures, and their energy, power, 
endurance, and ctrength were meas- 
ured in accordance with the speed, 
time, fatigue, respiration, and heart 
beat. The puppies thug tested were 
found to exhibit varying degrees of 
vitality and strength under the in- 
fluence of the drugs given, but were 
sooner or later more exhausted after 
a bur8t of Herculanean strength, ar- 
tifically produced, than when left to 
themselves 

After each training exercise 
experiment, the investigators were 
accustomed to reward the little tired 
creatures by giving them different 
foods, such as sugar, beef juice, 
milk toast, milk, and candies. This 
soon put the doggies on their feet 
again and they were put back into 
their comfortable quarters to sleep, 
rest, and be ready for the next day’s 
research. 

One of the 


and 


investigators one day 
observed that three of the puppies 
that seeemd to have an instinctive 
dislike to meat broth, candies, and 
bread, had been, consequently, fed 
almost exclusively upon cow’s milk, 
seemed to be growing faster and also 
to be more active and muscular and 
less given to falling immediately to 
sleep than the others. He called his 
colleague’s attention to this. At first 
they were loath to attribute the super- 
for energy of these three puppies to 
the milk. Dr. Kamband, therefore, 
determined to secretly give haif of the 
dogs—50 to exact—a half saucer of 


4imilk before they were placed upon 


the miniature treadmills. 

There was much amazement when 
the entire corps of experimenters 
watched the records that day. The 
puppies, which had been given the 
milk, performed their work With a 
dash and form three times. greater 
than the other sixty odd puppies, 
were less exhausted and more’ play- 
ful after their work, and did this ir- 
respective of the particular drug 
which was given them beforehand 
Moreover, it was found from that 
time om that the puppies were more 
attentive and alert when put to their 
tasks. All of the dogs were tried in 
this way and it was found beyond 
preadventure that milk showed a 
slowing -of the pulse, strengthened 


the heart and muscles. toned up the’ 


whole animal, and acted as an un- 
doubted stimulant of the most effic- 
jent type. 

When beer, claret, white wine and 
other liquors were tried upon these 
baby dogs, not only were they not 
stimulated, but they were found to 
become dull, sluggish, and literally 
“dogged” in their work. The pulse 
and respiration went fast and out- 
wardly deecived as if it were stimu- 
lating them.

Plowing Wet Soil 
Wet Soil Usually Becomes Hard and 
Cloddy After Being Ploughed 
Sandy ‘soils are usually not injured 
by handling when wet; but the case 
is different with clay soils. A fair 
quality of brick can be made from 
any heavy clay soil by working it 
thoroughly when wet and then dry- 
ing it in the sun. The effect produc- 
ed by working clay soils wet is 


ing them to make them muddy and 
then driving bands of sheep along in 
this mud. This makes the bottom 
impervioug to weter and prevents 
loss from leakage.

The proper time to plow land is 
when it is just moist enough to 
break up mellow, neither wet 
enough to leave a slick sufface 
where rubbed by the moldboard nor 
dry enough to.break up in large 
clods; or, as the southern farmer 
puts it, when the soil has a good 
season in it. If continued rain fol- 
lows wet plowing, little harm follows; 
but hot, dry winds would soon leave 
only a mass of unmanagesble clods, 
In spring and midsummer plowing, 
particularly, it is of the utmost im- 
portance to run the harrow immed- 
iately after the plow.
